ASHFORD is going to be one of the 
first towns in Kent to start build¬ 
ing council housing again. 

The announcement came after it received a 
cash injection from the Government intended 
to revive home building. 

Ashford was the only authority to be given a 
slice of the £8 million pot for the South East. 

The £1.7m will be used for 25 homes on 
brownfield sites at Towers View and Gerlach 
House in Kennington and Blake Court, 
Breadlands Road and Hunter Close in 
Willesborough. 

Building work could begin as early as 
December. 

Until the credit crunch, the council had 
delivered most new affordable homes through 
arrangements with housing associations and 
the private sector, but since the recession 
many developments have been put on hold. 

Cllr Peter Wood, Portfolio Holder for 
Housing and Property, said: “We are always 
willing to consider alternative ways of meeting 
our commitment to deliver affordable housing, 
and that is why we have taken advantage of 
the Government’s funding for social housing. 

“This scheme will help us to continue our 
regeneration plans for existing council housing 
areas and provide a stimulus for a market that 
has been experiencing difficulties.” 

Councils had to bid for the money proving 
that the schemes would provide good value for 
money and address housing need. 

Only bids for the construction of new council 
homes for rent were eligible.

Road honour for 
former mayor 


IT might not be as glam¬ 
orous as the Champs- 
Elysees in Paris, but 
Romney Marsh Road has 
now brought a little bit of 
Gallic flair to Ashford. 

The dual carriageway that runs in 
front of the International Station 
and the Designer Outlet has been 
christened Avenue Jacques 
Faucheux, after the former mayor of 
Ashford’s twin town Fougeres. 

Monsieur Faucheux has been an 
enthusiastic supporter of the twin¬ 
ning movement since his town in 
Brittany joined its German partner 
Bad Munstereifel more than 20 
years ago. 

The new signs were unveiled at a 
ceremony on Saturday attended by 
Monsieur Faucheux, the current 
mayors of the French and German 
towns and Ashford’s Mayor Cllr John 
Holland. 

Cllr Holland said: ‘We wanted to 
mark his contribution in a lasting 
way. Jacques has been a true advo¬ 
cate of the twining partnership. He 
was responsible for bringing 
Fougeres into the tripartite with Bad 
Munstereifel. 

“The road is most appropriate as it 
is next to the international station 
and our links to Europe. The twin¬ 
ning association has proved that lan-

guage is no barrier to friendship.” 

The lettering of the road sign has 
been set out in the French tradition 
of having Avenue at the beginning of 
the name. The dual carriageway also 
had the benefit of having no postal 
addresses on it meaning a minimum 
of disruption. 

The ceremony was the culmination 
of a trip of more than 50 people from 
France and Germany. As well as 
twinning members it included 
experts looking at transport issues in 
Kent. After the presentation they 
were given a tour of the Hitachi Hi- 
speed train rail works. 

Monsieur Faucheux was presented 
with his own road sign to take back 
to Brittany. 

Speaking through an interpreter, 
he said: “It is a great honour to be 
associated with Ashford in this beau¬ 
tiful part of Great Britain. 

“I am very proud for my friends 
and family and all the people who 
have made this possible. I would like 
to thank the members of Ashford 
council for having dared to have my 
name put up around the town in 
honour of a Frenchmen who speaks 
such bad English. 

“We are not used to honouring peo¬ 
ple in this way while they are still 
alive, but I’m glad they have made 
the exception in this case.” 


Jail for bogus 
caller who 
conned elderly 

A MAN who tricked his way into the 
homes of elderly people has been 
jailed for two-and-a-half years. 

Ambrose Treeby, 25, from Paddock 
Wood, was found guilty of two burgla¬ 
ries in the Ashford area. 

In the first case in April this year, he 
tricked his way into the home of two 
elderly sisters in Hunter Avenue and 
stole £30. 

Two months later he posed as a 
handyman to gain entry to a 73 year- 
old woman’s home in Wittersham, 
near Tenterden. He said he had come 
to clean the guttering and then stole 
£130 from the house. 

DS Steve Chapman from Kent 
police said: ‘We are very pleased with 
this result. 

“This man preyed on elderly and 
vulnerable people and showed no 
compassion for his victims. 

“It is important that elderly and 
vulnerable people understand that 
they have the right to refuse entry to 
their homes if they do not know the 
caller. 

“A genuine caller will not mind 
waiting whilst a householder checks 
the validity of their call with the com¬ 
pany they claim to represent.” 

1,000 apply for 
120 store jobs 

MANAGERS of the Waitrose Store 
that is to open in Repton Park have 
been flooded by job applications. 

More than 1,000 people have 
applied for 120 jobs at the store on Sir 
Bernard Paget Avenue at the former 
Templer and Rowcroft barracks site. 

The store will open on November 5, 
and the company has been carrying 
out interviews for the jobs. 

Jobs at Waitrose are keenly sought 
as, being part of the John Lewis 
group, employees (or partners as the 
company refers to them) have a say 
in how the business is run, and an 
annual share in its profits each year. 

This year, partners received 13 per 
cent of their annual salary in their 
March pay packet, the equivalent of 
just under seven weeks wages. 

Ashford branch manager David 
Lane said: ‘We were overwhelmed by 
the number of applications we 
received, and have been delighted by 
the high calibre of those applying.” 
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Developers to defer 

community payments

CASH-strapped developers who are 
supposed to pay for parks and play 
areas as part of new housing devel¬ 
opments are being told they don’t 
need to worry. 

And now Ashford council is encouraging 
other authorities to copy its relaxed attitude so 
that building work goes ahead. 

Payments are supposed to be made by devel¬ 
opers often as a condition of being granted 
planning permission. It is called a 106 agree¬ 
ment. The money goes towards paying for 
schools, health care and roads, as well as other 
facilities to help improve the community. 

However, in the current economic climate 
many developers have put projects on hold, 
often blaming the 106 agreements for making 
developments too expensive. 

Ashford, like other Government-targeted 
growth areas, is required to deliver large num¬ 
ber of houses over the next 10 to 20 years. 

To meet the targets, the council decided it 
would let home builders delay making 106 pay¬ 
ments on three major projects in or close to the 
town centre. The developers would be required 
to make the payments later when house prices 
recovered. 

Now other councils in the country are think¬ 
ing of adopting its approach. At a recent semi¬ 
nar the council’s policy was presented to more 
than 30 local authorities from across the South 
East as a way to help kick-start large building 
projects. 


The council says that this will not mean that 
important infrastructure items such as schools 
and doctors’ surgeries will not get built. 

However, facilities such as play areas and 
parks might well be delayed. They also say the 
policy will only be adopted for key brownfield 
sites. 

Lois Jarrett, strategic sites and design man¬ 
ager for Ashford council, said: “Many major 
developments across the country have not 
moved forward. 

“To try and resolve this issue Ashford 
Borough Council has taken the pro-active step 


of allowing developers to defer payments on 
major developments such as Charter House, 
Newtown works and Hunter Avenue. 

“When the market returns, developers will be 
able to recoup more money on their investment 
and be in a position to pay the deferred contri¬ 
butions.” 

Richard Blackman from legal property 
experts Vertex Law, who helped the council 
draw up the new contracts, said: “It is a prag¬ 
matic solution which shares some of the risk, 
while still ensuring that local authorities 
receive a fair level of infrastructure funding.” 


Grandfather's 
concerns for 
farm bug twins 

A GRANDFATHER from the town has 
spoken about his visit to the petting 
farm caught in the middle of an E. coli 
outbreak. 

Brian Mock, 68, visited Godstone Farm 
in Surrey with his two grandchildren 
Aaron and Todd, who are now in a 
London Hospital undergoing dialysis 
treatment. 

The two-year-old twins caught the bug 
when they visited the farm on August 
31. The family first knew they had con¬ 
tracted E. coli when the boys and five- 
year-old sister Jodie went to the GP with 
serious symptoms. 

The family was then tested and after 
initially being treated in Pembury 
Hospital in West Kent the two boys were 
sent to St Thomas’ Hospital in central 
London. 

Mr Mock said the children were in a 
poorly but stable condition. 

Speaking to The Independent, he said: 
“The turning point will be when they uri¬ 
nate again, because that will be an indi¬ 
cation as to whether or not their kidneys 
are functioning properly. They could be 
up there for a couple of weeks. 

“They are having blood tests and the 
medication is being varied, according to 
the results of those tests. 

“Their mother is really distressed 
because they are such young children 
and, despite the fact that they took pre¬ 
cautions, they have still ended up in hos¬ 
pital.” 

Thirty-six cases of the E. coli infection 
have now been confirmed, 12 of them in 
children. 

The Health Protection Agency says 
anyone who visited the farm after 
August 8 and becomes unwell should 
seek medical advice.

Cllr Wood added: “This is just the 
start of what we hope will be a 
rolling programme of small-scale 
developments. 

“Our intention is to use sites we 
already have in many of our neigh¬ 
bourhoods, bringing them back 
into use, but at the same time 
ensuring this is done in a way 
which complements what is 
already there.” 

The money comes from the 
newly-created Homes and 
Communities Agency. 

Ashford will be making a second 
bid for funds this autumn, which 
could see a further 40 social hous¬ 
ing homes being built. 

Tracey Kerly, head of housing, 
said: “It’s great to be in the fore¬ 
front of what is an historic moment 
for local government social hous¬ 
ing.

Jonathan Shaw said: “This is a sig¬ 
nificant start on enabling councils 
to start building their own homes 
again. The construction industry 
has been hard hit by the recession 
and this support will go some way 
to tackling that.” 


Comedian's offer 
fails to save lamb 
from the chop 


PAUL O’Grady stepped into a row 
over the future of a lamb this week. 

The chat show star, who lives on a 
farm in Aldington, offered to save 
the animal, called Marcus, from 
slaughter after it had been raised by 
children at a primary school in Lydd. 

He told the Mirror newspaper: 
“When you introduce a lamb to chil¬ 
dren - and I assume he’s bottle-fed 
and hand-reared - and you name 
him, it’s no longer a wild animal. It’s 
a pet.” 

Mr O’Grady said rather than see 
Marcus killed, he would take it to his 
farm and keep the children informed 
about its well-being. 

But despite his offer, the sheep was 
taken to the abattoir on Monday. 

The media storm blew up this 
week after a number of parents at 
the school complained about the 
lamb being sent for slaughter. 

Marcus was one of three lambs 
that headteacher Andrea Charman 
brought to the school so that the chil¬ 



dren could learn more about farming 
and the source of their food. 

The children had always been told 
that one of the lambs would go for 
slaughter so that they could buy new 
piglets for the school. 

Many parents said the story had 
been blown out of proportion. 

Karen Adamson said: “It’s the cir¬ 
cle of life. We are a farming commu¬ 
nity. There are farmers’ children who 
go to the school. Ofsted agreed with 
it, they thought it was a great idea 
having the farm.”

TIMOTHY Knatchbull, who 
grew up in Mersham, near 
Ashford, is a member of one of 
the country’s best connected 
families. 

He has just written a book about his 
involvement in one of the worst terrorist 
atrocities to rock the British establishment. 

In 1979, at the age of 14, Mr Knatchbull’s 
grandfather, Lord Mountbatten, his grand¬ 
mother, Lady Brabourne, his twin brother 
Nicholas and a 15-year-old local boy, Paul 
Maxwell, were killed by an IRA bomb plant¬ 
ed on their small fishing boat off the coast of 
County Sligo in Ireland. 

Timothy Knatchbull was also on the boat 
at the time of the explosion with his father 
and mother (the current Lady Brabourne) 
who also survived the attack. 

Thirty years later he has decided to tell 
how he has come to terms with the events 
that day and how they have coloured his life. 

Perhaps the most poignant part of the 
story is the loss of his twin. The two were so 
alike that when they were playing in the 
grounds of the family home in Mersham the 
rest of the family could not tell them apart. 

Gap 

Even now, the 44-year-old says when he 
looks at old photos of the pair he is not sure 
which one is him. The two brothers were 
very close and the loss left a gap in his life 
which he says he has only recently managed 
to come to terms with. 

The IRA targeted the family because of 
Lord Mountbatten. 

The former viceroy of India was at the 
heart of the British establishment and a 
close friend to all the members of the cur¬ 
rent royal family. 

They were also an easy target as it was well 
known they holidayed each year in Ireland. 

The book, From A Clear Blue Sky, shows 
how despite the mental and physical 
scars that were inflicted on Mr Knatchbull 
that day, he believes he has led a lucky life.

Construction waste recycle 
scheme is making progress 

RECYCLING paper, plastic and tin cans is 
now a routine part of our housekeeping, but 
one of the biggest businesses to generate 
waste is the construction industry. 

A project run by Remade South East (RSE) 
and Ashford’s Future aims to prevent 30,000 
tonnes of waste going into landfill sites has 
just completed its first year. 

All sites over the value of £300,000 now have 
to have what are called Site Waste 
Management Plans. 

Andrew Kent, from Remade, said: “Part of 
the process is looking at minimising waste on 
a site. Even at the design stage you can elimi¬ 
nate unused material.” 

Remade held a number of training events, 
educating those involved in the construction 
industry on environmental legislation and 
approached building companies to invite them 
to take part in the scheme. 

Landfill 

A total of 13 companies and nine active sites 
are now committed to the project and more 
than 1,600 tonnes was diverted from landfill 
in the first year. The body also undertakes 
research into how materials can be recycled 
and then reused in new products. 

Mr Kent said: “On site we get builders to esti¬ 
mate the types and quantities of waste that they 
are going to produce and identify the ones that 
can be easily recycled, such as soil concrete and 
wood. We then put systems in place to segregate 
that material so it goes into different skips. 

Laurienne Tibbies, sustainability manager for 
Ashford’s Future said: ‘We are delighted with 
the progress made in the first year. The new 
projects becoming active in the next 12 months 
will give RSE the opportunity to become 
involved before construction starts allowing a 
greater amount of waste to be recycled. These 
new site will contribute greatly to the target of 
diverting 30,000 tonnes from landfill by 2011.”

Bereaved mum targets 
drug dealer 'parasites' 


Every parent worries their child will become involved in drugs and there are many ways 
Kent Police are involved in fighting dealers and trying to educate teenagers. This week, 
as part of our A Safer Kent series, we meet the mother of a young woman who died 
after taking what she believed was cocaine and discover how she is trying to stop 
others suffering the same fate. Reporter Marijke Cox speaks to Angela Pett about her 
daughter’s death and the education programme she has now launched. 


A GRIEVING mother has 
launched a campaign to stamp out 
“parasite” drug dealers who 
played a hand in her daughter’s 
death. 

Angela, 46, and Ian Pett, 49, and their son 
Joe, 23, were left devastated last October 
when 20-year-old Haniska died after taking 
cocaine on a night out. 

The young hairdresser had bought the 
drugs from ‘friends’ who, according to Angela, 
had cut the drug with MDMA - a form of 
ecstasy - amphetamines, and BZP, a worm¬ 
ing tablet for cows. There was only five per 
cent cocaine found in the powder. 

Angela said: “I know it was Haniska’s 
choice, but these dealers cut it with whatever 
they can to make more money. 

“They pretend to be your friends, but 
they’re not. The people who sold it to Haniska 
had bought it off dealers who had bought it 
off someone else and they had all cut it as it 
passed down the line. 

“The big misconception is that people think 
you can’t die from cocaine, but you can and 
my daughter’s death proves that.” 

Angela is now using Haniska to teach oth¬ 
ers not to dabble in what are seen as recre¬ 
ational drugs. She plans to go to schools to tell 
youngsters about the dangers. 

“Children need to be educated about drugs 
from as young at 14,” she said. 


“The police have been brilliant, but I think 
when it comes to going to schools to talk to 
children it would be better coming from 
someone who has experienced what drugs 
can do. I’d tell them that everyone has choic¬ 
es and one of them is life.” 

Angela said she has already been to pubs 
and clubs with police in Gravesend to watch 
them tackle the problem. 

“They have special lights which show up 
cocaine traces and in one girls’ toilet there 
wasn’t a surface without it on,” she said. 

“The police are doing a good job though and 
pubs are really cracking down with searches 
and drop boxes for people to get rid of drugs, 
no questions asked.” 

Fun-loving 

But she stressed the main problem is that 
taking cocaine is seen as socially acceptable. 

“People think only heroin kills, but coke can 
too,” she said. “The public view of drug-users 
is that they are thieves who steal to feed their 
habit, but with cocaine it’s not like that. A lot 
of young professionals take it and in the case 
of my daughter, she worked hard but unfortu¬ 
nately spent her money on it.” 

Angela said she had known about 
Haniska’s drug taking and had warned her. 

The detrimental effect on her “beautiful 
and fun-loving” daughter was heartbreaking. 

“Haniska was extremely caring, loud and 
funny, but after a heavy weekend, she would

get very moody and her nose would some¬ 
times bleed. I can’t believe she’s gone, and all 
because of drugs. 

“It’s so upsetting that the parasite dealers 
who sold it to her are still out there. 

“The police worked hard to get a conviction, 
but there isn’t enough evidence. I’m not going 
to let this go. If I stop then they’ve won and 
Haniska’s death was a waste.” 


DRUG FACT FILE 

• Kent Police and local drug and alcohol teams are working to 
tackle drug-related crime and prevent deaths. 

• Police are also working with pubs and clubs. This includes using 
technology to detect drugs and projecting messages about the 
dangers onto buildings. 

• During a recent Tackling Drugs Week, police recovered more 
than 500g of cocaine with a street value of £22,000. They also 
made more than 50 arrests, many for dealing. 

• During the action week 41 schools in Kent were visited by offi¬ 
cers who warned pupils about the dangers. 

• From 2008-09 Kent Police detected 3,912 drug offences, of 
which 644 related to the supply and production of drugs. 

• A recent report into drug related deaths in the UK, from St 
George's University London, showed that nationally nine per cent 
of over 2,000 UK drug related deaths were linked to cocaine use.

'Cocaine' energy 
drink under fire 

A DRINKS firm has defended its new product 
- Simply Cocaine - after it came under fire 
from anti-drugs groups. 

It comes just a year 
after another compa¬ 
ny in the county, Ocke 
Cokey of Tunbridge 
Wells, was also 
atacked for planning 
to launch a British 
version of an 
American drink, 
called Cut Cocaine. 

Simply Drinks, in 
Hawkhurst, launched 
their new bottle last 
month, advertised as 
a high-energy drink 
with a lemon fizz, fea¬ 
turing a character 
called Charlie. 

It contains twice the 
caffeine of a Red Bull 
drink and the company says the product is 
only for those over the age of 18. As such, they 
have advised wholesalers it should not be sold 
in shops or supermarkets, but instead to bars 
and clubs who are happy to stock it. Owner of 
Simply Drinks, Daniel Evemy, said the drink, 
which is also available to buy online, is proving 
popular. 

“It is targeted at 18 to 35 year olds with a 
sense of humour,” he said. “There’s no cocaine 
in it - it’s 100 per cent legal. Energy drinks are 
a £1 billion a year industry and we wanted to 
get in there. We knew we’d be attacked, it’s a 
contentious name, but so was Opium perfume 
when it was launched. 

“I think it’s better to talk about these things 
rather than brush them under the carpet. 
We’re just targeting our market, there’s no 
harm meant by it.” 

But the launch has angered anti-drug chari¬ 
ties. Martin Barnes, chief executive of 
DrugScope, said: “This is little more than an 
intentionally provocative, cynical but rather 
tired marketing stunt. I’m sure most people 
will see through the branding ploy for what it 
is, but making light of an illegal drug that can, 
and does, cause harm isn’t helpful or smart.”

SOUTH Kent College is reminding 
young people who may have had 
unexpected exam results that 
there are hundreds of different 
courses they can do.

He said: “It’s a really good course. If you’re 
interested in sports, the treatment is fascinat¬ 
ing, very in-depth. There’s quite a bit of writ¬ 
ten work, but it’s mainly practical.” 

Lots of the courses run at the college can still 
lead to a university education and many of its 
students who did not do well at school or in 
their GCSEs are getting ready to start at their 
first choice university this year. 

The college will be holding its next open day 
on November 12.

Gareth Arnold thinks some parents were simply showing their ignorance in the school sheep slaughter row 



Surely this lamb chop was 
a valuable lesson on life 


THE debaa-cle over whether an 
Ashford school’s lamb should be 
given the chop highlights the fact 
that Britain is still a long way from 
seeing sense when it comes to the 
food on our plates. 

The likes of Hugh Feamley-Whittingstall 
and Jamie Oliver almost had me convinced 
that finally we had lost some of our dangerous 
and unrealistic sentimentality when it comes 
to the animals we eat. 

But no. 

Not for a very small group of parents at Lydd 
Primary School (and the lovely Mr Paul 
O’Grady) at least, who have decided that they 
know best. Fortunately sense prevailed on 
Monday when the world said ‘Goodbye Marcus 
- hello lamb chops for tea.” 

Marcus is of course the sheep at the centre 
of the farmyard fiasco, hand-reared by the 


children on their school farm. A fine animal of 
famous Romney Marsh stock, who was ready 
to go for slaughter, providing the meat for 
which the area has rightly become famous. 

The pupils, who raised him seemed to have 
a more rational grasp of the situation than a 
couple of parents, despite being aged between 
seven and 11, and voted to pack him off to the 
abattoir and sell the meat to buy more lambs. 

As these children have obviously learned, 
this process is called farming. Humans have 
been doing it for roughly 10,000 years. 

You’d think we’d have got used to the concept 
by now, but some parents are embarrassing 
themselves and no doubt their offspring by 
calling for a stay of execution. 

Most of the opponenets are, no doubt, people 
who enjoy their meat just as much as the rest 
of us, with one rather glaring caveat: they 
don’t want to know where it comes from. 

It is this ignorance that has allowed cruel prac¬ 
tices like batteiy farms to flourish. If we don’t 


know where our meat comes from, we don’t care. 

And as the old adage goes, out of sight, out of 
mind. Nowhere is this more evident than 
Britain’s food production methods, and we’ve 
paid the price for decades, with substandard 
meat, BSE, salmonella and one food scare 
after another. 

The children at Lydd will not repeat this 
mistake if they are allowed to see their hard 
work come to its logical fruition and slaughter 
a happy animal they have raised humanely. 

They will grow up understanding that meat 
comes from animals, not factories, and that 
these animals have lives and must be cared for 
properly until it is time to eat them. 

So, well done to the head teacher for sticking 
to her guns.

Can you tell me a bit about Porchlight? 

It's our 35th anniversary this year. The charity was found¬ 
ed in 1974 as Canterbury Cyrenians and now has over 100 
employees working Kent-wide to support vulnerable and 
homeless people. Last year we helped more than 1,600 
people change their lives for the better, and we are cur¬ 
rently working with 500 people at any one time. 

The charity provides three main services in the county; 
outreach, supported accommodation and homelessness 
prevention. 

A lot has changed in the last 35 years and not least the 
ways in which we can interact with our supporters. We 
recently launched a Facebook page and YouTube channel 
allowing us to give instant updates about events, news 
and fundraising. 

What services do you run in Ashford? 

Simon Mead House accommodates 11 men, aged between 
18-65 years old. It is staffed by a team of support and 
resettlement workers. We offer a six-month assured 
shorthold tenancy that can be extended. 

Each tenant is assigned a keyworker, and together they 
develop a support plan. Referral into more specialist serv¬ 
ices where necessary. 

Staff also work with the council and landlords to help 
people move on to permanent. 

We also run a weekly drop-in service at the Ashford 
Gateway every Tuesday. 

The Porchlight Outreach Service can also be contacted 
via the freephone helpline 0800 567 7699.

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A feast for the senses in the Alps 



WALKING VIEWS: A hiking trip is a great way to see Austrian Alps, and it also helps to the burn off the calories

MANY British hikers take the 
easy option and stay near home for 
walking holidays. 

But the alpine landscape of Austria, only a 
two-hour flight from many UK airports, is a 
great alternative - and a welcome escape from 
British traffic jams and windswept beaches. 

There’s much more to Austria than The 
Sound of Music and Mozart - and perhaps you 
can discover more of it in summer and autumn 
than as a skier in winter. 

The standard holiday formula has probably 
changed little since the 1930s: you walk, relish 
the fresh air and discover the charms of small 
family-run hotels, with none of the crowds 
which cram Europe’s cities and coastlines. 

We started in the small, picturesque village 
of Maria Aim one Saturday evening, where the 
Hotel Niederreiter was hosting polka band 
Niki and the Oberkrainer on stage, along with 
Tyrol’s answer to Frank Carson - who told 
family anecdotes and mother-in-law jokes. 

As I tucked into my Wiener Schnitzel and a 
few local Stiegl beers, I was impressed by the 
warmth of the atmosphere. 

I also downed what would be the first of 
many shots of apricot schnapps on the trip, a 
tipple that I was told helped the digestive 
process - not to mention sending you to sleep. 

Next morning, our group met Barbara, our 
local walking guide for the day, before strap¬ 
ping on new day-packs. 

Like most Brits, we feared bad weather - 
Austria is two-thirds mountains, and its 
weather changes in an instant. 

Nevertheless, rain stayed away as we took 
the Dorf Jet gondola, which carries skiers up 
the slopes in winter. 

From the peak we had a spectacular view of 


the valley and Maria Aim, and then we hiked 
steadily through forests and down to the 
meadows. 

There was so much to see in the woods, with 
activity boards every 100 metres or so detail¬ 
ing vegetation and wildlife. 

Barbara explained the summer programme 
in the region, when children tackle go-kart 
racing, pony-trekking, clay-modelling or mini¬ 
golf. 

Five hours after setting off from Maria Aim 
we reached our destination, the village of 
Hinterthal. 

Here we had time to enjoy the spa at the 
Family and Sporthotel Marco Polo before din¬ 
ner in the hotel’s Wintergarten restaurant, 
when the chef rustled up local delicacy 
Salzburgernockerl - a sort of pancake and 
strawberry-based dessert. 


We had to keep walking to work off the calo¬ 
ries. By day three, the autumnal rain began to 
fall as sleet in the valley and snow on the 
peaks. 

Our group agreed there was no such thing as 
bad weather, only the wrong clothes. We threw 
on waterproofs for another day’s hiking. 

Our departure point this time was the sleepy 
town of Dienten. Our guide Heinz began with 
a tour of the town, with its resplendent flower 
house and historic St Nikolaus church. 

Heinz, a retired man, set a cracking pace. By 
lunchtime we had reached a height of 1,550 
metres, and stopped off at the Pichlalm moun¬ 
tain hut for a welcome bowl of goulash soup, 
another local dessert called Kaiserslaute, plus 
the obligatory shot of schnapps and a mug of 
tea with rum. 

The proprietor kindly added a spot of accor-

dion music and yodelling, before we headed off 
through the rocky gorges and clouds in the 
afternoon. 

Our hotel that night, the Hotel Ubergossene 
Aim (Flooded Alpine Meadow) was something 
special and served up a five-course dinner. 

First thing next morning, I decided to go for 
a swim; and as I lay in the heated whirlpool, 
large flakes of snow were falling all around. 

For the final excursion, our guide Ernst led 
us across the ravines near Muhlbach to the 
snow slopes at the bottom of the Hochkonig. 

Lunch was another feast: we witnessed a 
local woman making her own cheese, as well 
as sampling farm produce including cider, 
bacon, fresh bread and berries. 

This trip was a gastronomic journey as much 
as a walking holiday, and a paradise for food 
and drink lovers keen to try something new.

How far would 
you go to keep 
your property? 

HOMEOWNERS are keen to take extra 
measures to ensure they keep their 
homes, but only a few have adequate 
insurance cover if they lose their job, 
according to recent research. 

Opinium Research carried out an 
online poll of 2,007 British adults for 
insurance provider LV, which found that 
more than half of homeowners - 51 per 
cent - would take a second job to hold on 
to their home while more than four in ten 
- 43 per cent - would withdraw some or 
all of their life savings to make ends meet. 

Almost a third would even be prepared 
to sell off the family silver. 

But only one in ten said they had ade¬ 
quate insurance to pay their mortgage 
as well as other household bills over the 
long term, if they were to lose their job. 

One in five homeowners would be pre¬ 
pared to take in a lodger to help pay the 
mortgage and almost as many would 
rather go cap in hand to friends than 
give up their property. 

Expert advice can 
help you through 
'mortgage maze' 

ONE in four first-time buyers have said 
they would never choose a mortgage with¬ 
out expert guidance, according to a survey 
by consumer advice website Unbiased. 

The same study reported the number of 
internet searches for “find a mortgage 
adviser” increased 133 per cent between 
the beginning of2009 and the last quarter 
of2008. David Elms, chief executive of the 
company which runs the site, said seeking 
a professional insight was the way to come 
out of the “mortgage maze” a winner. 

The company also revealed 23 per cent 
of potential homeowners feel so puzzled 
by the procedures that they experience a 
loss of confidence. 


Rush to buy as stamp 
duty holiday nears end 

THE stamp duty holiday which 
has saved property buyers thou¬ 
sands of pounds in taxes, is to cease 
at the end of the year. 

The break frees buyers of an obligation to 
pay stamp duty on a purchase under £175,000. 

The move re-ignited interest in the flagging 
housing market during the downturn, and the 
discount, worth as much as £1,750, can be a 
big help to some buyers. 

L&C Mortgages is encouraging those look¬ 
ing to purchase a home to act now, if possible. 

“House purchases can take months to com¬ 
plete, so it is make-your-mind-up time if you 
are considering buying a property” said L&C’s 
head of communications, David Hollingworth. 

He continued: 'With house prices now hold¬ 
ing up more strongly and in some cases rising, 
the stamp duty holiday will act as a greater 
incentive as the deadline approaches.” 

There has been speculation that the 
Government will extend the deal to further 
boost the mortgage market. 

In recent months, there have been an 
increased number of mortgage agreements for 
first-time buyers and prices have seen a slight 
upturn. 

“It would be nice to leave it at the current 
level. It would benefit the market,” said Peter 
O’Donovan, head of mortgages at Bestlnvest. 

“If they do change it, hopefully they will tier 
it properly so everyone ends up paying an 
equal value,” he added. 

Currently, stamp duty is divided into tiers 
from under £175,000, between £175,000 and 
£250,000, between £250,000 and £500,000, 
and above £500,000. The rates are zero, one, 
three and four per cent respectively. 

Members of the property and mortgage 
industries have long called on the Government 
for a fairer system of stamp duty, where fixed 
thresholds are replaced with a more fluid set 
of charges, thus preventing artificial price lev¬ 
els at each stamp duty threshold. 

Any changes - or an extension to the stamp 
duty holiday - would come in the Chancellor’s 
pre-budget report expected this autumn.

ROAD TEST 


SNOOKER star Steve Davies was 
dubbed Interesting’ by 80s TV show 
Spitting Image at a time when 
snooker dominated TV ratings. 

The barb was drawn by Davis’s metronomic 
success when many fans preferred the flamboy¬ 
ance of players like Alex ‘Hurricane’ Higgins. 

Had Spitting Image endured though - and 
what fun it would have today, Gordon Brown 
and Alistair Darling - ‘Nice Nissan’ could have 
been a target. 

Known for reliable and, well, ordinary cars - 
it was the Davis, not the Higgins of ‘carbiz’. 

Until the Qashqai arrived in 2007, that is, 
hustled in by a name like an explosive sneeze 
and blowing Nice Nissan way into the past. 

I’ve been driving the newest version, a 
Qashqai +2 n-tec. Translated from Qashqai- 
speak - for the name comes from a nomadic 
Iranian people - that means two extra seats in 
the back and lots of extra media ‘tech’. 

To accommodate the third row of seats the 
original five-seater has been rebuilt from wind¬ 
screen pillar to tailgate, making the car longer 
and taller without affecting the Qashqai’s bullish 


grace, enhanced by a smarter grille on the +2. 

But the quasi-4x4 or ‘crossover’ styling is only 
part of the reason why the Qashqai is Nissan’s 
most successful European launch ever and 
why - until the recession - we seemed to get 
weekly bulletins on increased production at the 
company’s Sunderland UK plant. 

The car’s width of appeal is another factor; it 
was designed to sweep away three existing ‘nice’ 
models - the Almera family hatch and its Tino 
MPV spin-off, plus the Primera family model. 

With the +2 it now also attacks Vauxhafl’s 
sector leading Zafira seven-seat midi-MPV 
and mounts a convincing argument, with far 
more visual impact and a huge load compart¬ 
ment with all rear seats fully folded. 

And then there is the car’s handling; for a 
high-riding vehicle, the Qashqai is outstanding 
and even this stretched version is lively even 
though the lOObhp 1.5-litre diesel - the best 
choice for the five-seater - is a bit stretched here. 

Qashqai +2 prices start at a tempting 
£15,600. Upmarket n-tec spec brings and 
impressive in-car comms package of sat nav, 
full mobile phone connectivity and the ‘Nissan 
Connect’ sound system with USB/iPod link. 
The 1.5dCi version tested here is £20,200.

Tired Lisa lacks 
Greece lightning 

LISA Dobriskey admitted to feeling 
jaded following a disappointing showing 
at the World Athletics final in Greece 
last weekend. 

The 25-year-old from Ashford finished 
eighth in the 1500 metres at the final big 
track event of the season on Saturday 
She was caught out in a slow tactical 
race and was too far down the field to 
attack when the kick came on the final 
lap in a race won by Kenya’s Nancy 
Jebet Langat. 

Dobriskey, who came back from injury 
to win a silver medal at the World 
Athletics Championships and run a per¬ 
sonal best in recent weeks, felt it was one 
race too far. 

She said afterwards: “My legs had 
gone. I just felt really heavy and I had a 
slight quad strain last week so I wasn’t 
sure whether to race. I thought I’d give it 
a go but the legs just weren’t there.” 

Although the track season is over for 
Dobriskey, she must wait slightly longer 
before taking a well-earned rest. This 
weekend she is in Newcastle to defend 
the Great North Mile she won last year. 

She said: “I’m really looking forward to 
it, I love running there so I’m really 
excited.”

LEON Camier missed the chance to 
wrap up the British Superbike 
Championship title despite clinching 
his 16th win of the season at Croft. 

The 23-year-old could have clinched his 
maiden British Superbike title at the North 
Yorkshire circuit, but only if rival and team 
mate James Ellison struggled to score any 
points. 

After dominating free practice and qualify¬ 
ing, it was Camier who struggled in race one, 
following a couple of rare errors from the 


Ashford man. His race began with a poor 
start from pole position, which saw him 
enter the first corner in seventh place. 

In a bid to get back to the front of the pack, 
Camier ran horribly wide while trying an 
audacious overtaking move and he came 
close to riding into a ditch. 

The trip across the grass cost him time 
and saw Camier relegated to the back of 
the field. The championship leader showed 
his class by racing back up to sixth place 
at the chequered flag. 

Stuart Easton won the race from Ellison 
which all but ended Camier’s hopes of clinch¬ 
ing the title with two meetings to spare. 

Normal service was resumed in the second 
race as he dominanted to clinch victory and 
with it his 16th win of the season. The win also 
clinched the manufacturer and team champi¬ 


onship for Airwaves Yamaha. 

Camier said: “The mistake in the first race 
was 100 per cent my fault. I was pushing too 
hard to get past and was 16kph faster than I 
should have been. 

“Once I got back on track I got my head 
down and tried to work my way through the 
field. It was pretty tough to pass out there so 
I’m pleased to have got as high as I did and 
get some more points for Airwaves Yamaha. 

“I got an okay start to race two, for a 
change. From there everything went to plan. 

“We now have the manufacturer and team 
title, so it is just down to me to hopefully fin¬ 
ish the job and wrap the title up at 
Silver stone in two week’s time.” 

Camier will take a 99.5-point lead into the 
next round of the series at Silverstone on 
September 27.
